IP:dneſday night he had a ſevere Fit , through the violence of

Month ic was ? and what heur of the Day , exactly ? One ftands 
ing by , asked him if he were fatished in his Conſcience az to what 
he had {worn and afted in che publick buſtnels he had been invol- 
ed in ? His Anſwer was, That as he hoped for Salvation, all that 
| he had Sworn about the Plot was juſt and true, and chat he had
